Exhibit  A — Balance  Sheet  reasonably  presents  the  financial  position 
of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  at  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1953.  We  do  comment  on  specific  items  contained 
therein  as  follows: 


Current  Assets: 

Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  were  checked  in  detail  with  bank 
deposits  and  withdrawals.  All  disbursements  were  supported  by  can- 
celled checks,  which  we  examined  in  detail. 

The  balance  in  the  checking  account  as  of  December  31,  1953  has 
been  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence  with  the  depository  bank  and 
reconciled  with  the  books  of  account.  The  cash  in  office  was  duly  verified 
during  the  course  of  our  examination. 

The  changes  in  Reserve  Cash,  deposited  in  sundry  savings  banks,  are 
reflected  in  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  1.  Bank  passbooks  were  examined  in 
support  of  this  asset. 

In  1953  the  Association  expended  for  relief  $8,412.20.  This  compares 
with  $7,425.55  expended  for  calendar  year  1952.  The  Trustees  of  the 
Charity  Fund  will  reimburse  the  Association  for  the  above  $8,412.20. 
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The  total  of  amounts  owed  by  individual  debtors  agreed  with  the 
control  and  all  of  the  accounts  are  considered  collectible. 

Other  Funds:  $7,604.00. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed  that 
they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  January  5,  1954  “Deposit  in  Trust”  certifi- 
cate ^568  of  the  Association  for  316.16  shares  of  the  Massachusetts  Life 
Fund.  They  also  hold  $94.85  of  uninvested  cash.  The  certificate  was 
originally  issued  in  1947  and  has  a book  value  of  $7,604.00.  The  total 
value  as  of  December  31,  1954  amounted  to  $9,137.03. 

Investments:  $379,078.60. 

The  securities  and  income  therefrom  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  a sepa- 
rate report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All  of  the 
underlying  securities  and  savings  banks  passbooks  were  examined  in  the 
presence  of  all  the  Trustees  on  December  29,  1953  at  the  Safe  Deposit  and 
Trust  Company.  All  income  was  traced  to  the  depository  banks. 

Investments  in  Plant:  $538,466.89. 

By  a special  act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1880  the  Association 
can  hold  600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter  the 
Association  voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a building 
thereon.  The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000.00  by 
two  independent  appraisers  and  that  is  the  value  at  which  it  is  now  carried 
on  the  books.  The  property  was  assessed  in  1946  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  follows: 


Land  (109,840  square  feet) $714,300 

Building 95,700 

Total  $810,000 


The  same  value  was  used  for  the  1953  assessment  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

During  the  year  under  review,  additions  amounting  to  $934.96  have 
been  made  to  Furniture  and  Fixtures  account  making  the  value  of  this 
asset  as  of  December  31,  1953,  $5,092.57. 

Insurance  is  carried  by  the  Association  to  the  amount  of  $488,000 


as  tabulated  below: 

Building $420,000 

Furniture  and  Fixtures 8,000 

Boilers 50,000 

Safe  Robbery 3,000 

Payroll  Robbery 7,000 


Total $488,000 
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In  addition  to  the  above  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $20,520.  The 
Association  also  carries  Workmen’s  Compensation  and  Public  Liability 
insurance.  The  financial  officers  are  bonded  in  the  sum  of  $35,000. 

Current  Liabilities 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  all  known  liabilities  were  recorded 
on  the  books  of  account  as  at  December  31,  1953. 

The  real  estate  taxes  were  paid  under  protest  in  1953  and  a claim  for 
refund  has  been  made.  We  note  that  the  claim  for  refund  for  the  1952 
taxes  is  still  pending. 

Profit:  $1,369.52 

The  profit  from  operations  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1953  is 
disclosed  in  detail  in  Exhibit  B. 


We  hereby  certify  that  Exhibit  A fairly  presents  the  financial  position 
of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  as  at  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1953  and  that  the  related  statements  of  Profit  and 
Loss  and  Surplus  correctly  reflect  the  result  of  operations  for  the  period 
ended  on  that  date. 

Our  examination  included  such  normal  audit  procedure  as  we  deemed 
necessary  under  existing  circumstances  and  consistent  with  prior  examina- 
tions, and  generally  accepted  accounting  practice.

The  Committee  authorized  the  purchase  of  six  trash  trucks  for  use 
during  shows  and  four  dome  waste  receptacles  for  toilets  to  obviate  fire 
hazard. 

The  boxing  ring  posts  and  floor  were  strengthened  and  new  padding 
and  canvas  purchased. 

Exhibition  Hall  walls  completely  repainted;  entire  second  balcony  in 
Grand  Hall  repainted. 

All  window  sills  on  Huntington  Avenue  were  filled  and  painted. 

Old  hoist  and  shed  at  ramp,  rear  of  building,  was  removed,  giving 
more  room  for  shows  getting  in  and  out  of  building.

Exhibit  C — McLean  Fund  reflects  the  status  of  this  fund.  Under 
the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  the  sum  of  $8,000 
was  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  payment  of  a scholarship  of  two  years  each  in  any  department  of 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  the  beneficiaries  to  be  worthy 
sons  of  members  or  post  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association. 

The  Funds  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  are  presented  in  Exhibit  D. 
Funds  unrestricted  as  to  income  are  to  be  used  in  maintaining  the  chari- 
table work  of  the  Association  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws.  The 
Charles  R.  McLean  Fund,  which  is  restricted,  is  commented  upon  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  For  statistical  purposes  this  Exhibit  is  presented 
in  comparative  form. 

Exhibit  D — Schedule  1 discloses  an  analysis  of  the  General  Charity 
Fund. 
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In  our  opinion,  Exhibit  A fairly  presents  the  financial  position  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  funds  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Charitable  Fund  as  at  the  close  of  business  December  31, 
1953,  and  the  related  Statements  of  Income  and  Disbursements  present 
the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  ended  on  that  date. 

Our  examination  included  such  audit  procedure  as  we  deemed  neces- 
sary under  the  circumstances  and  to  the  extent  consistent  with  prior 
examinations  and  generally  accepted  accounting  practice.

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9.  To  hear  the  Annual  Address  of  the  President: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

According  to  the  agenda  we  are  now  to  hear  the  Annual  Address 
of  the  President.  This  is  approximately  correct.  I am  reminded  of 
Bill  Mullins’  story  of  the  chap  who  was  asked  to  confirm  the  rumor  that 
he  had  made  $150,000  on  silver  in  Denver.  His  answer  was  that  the  rumor 
was  approximately  correct  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  It  was  not  Denver. 
It  was  Dallas.  It  was  not  silver.  It  was  oil  and  he  did  not  make  $150,000. 
He  lost  $50,000.  The  address  will  be  called  off.  I will  make  a short 
report. 

Mechanic’s  Building  is  in  better  shape  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years.  The  painters  have  been  busy  decorating  and  cleaning  at  all  times 
between  shows.  Mr.  Laing  and  Mr.  Bond  have  received  their  compensa- 
tion from  the  pride  with  which  they  show  off  the  building  and  from  the 
many  compliments  they  receive  from  their  tenants. 

There  has  been  a gain  of  only  one  member  since  our  last  annual 
report.  We  must  be  ever  alert  for  new  members  to  replace  those  who  have 
done  so  much  to  keep  our  Association  up  to  the  high  standard  set  by  our 
founders  in  1795. 

Mr.  Laing  has  kept  most  active  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Convention  Bureau  and  his  efforts  have  been  reflected  in  the  number 
of  new  events  he  has  brought  to  us. 

Boston  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  an  Association  that  not  only 
subsidizes  a Convention  and  Exhibition  Hall  but  pays  well  over  $50,000 
in  real  estate  taxes. 

Your  President  has  enjoyed  working  with  Mr.  Bond,  Mr.  Laing,  and 
Miss  Horn.  A great  deal  of  work  has  been  done.  I have  been  available 
at  all  times  but  someone  else  always  seems  to  do  the  work.  I thank  you. 

The  members  applauded  the  President’s  speech. 

The  President  stated  that  he  wished  to  read  a letter 
received  from  George  Laing,  Building  Manager,  which  was 
as  follows:

Boston  16,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Mr.  Macaulay: 

I wish  sincerely  at  the  conclusion  of  this  my  tenth  year  as  Building 
Manager  to  thank  you  and  your  Board  of  Government  for  twelve  months 
of  the  finest  cooperation.  We  who  have  charge  of  the  physical  operation 
are  encouraged  by  the  forward  thinking  approach  to  all  our  problems  as 
evidenced  by  every  member  of  your  various  committees. 
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The  figures  for  1953  indicate  at  the  moment  that  we  finished  the 
year  with  a very  slight  profit.  Repairs  and  repainting  have  been  done 
with  due  consideration  to  their  necessity  and  with  as  much  economy  as 
could  be  reasonably  effected.  The  report  of  the  Building  Committee 
whose  advice  has  been  generously  given  indicates  the  extent  of  our  repairs 
and  improvements.  The  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  building 
has  been  the  subject  of  much  favorable  comment  from  current  and  pro- 
spective exhibitors. 

All  expenses  were  higher  in  1953  and  of  course  the  triennial  functions 
increased  the  Association’s  expenditures  substantially.  However,  it  con- 
tinues to  be  City  of  Boston  taxes  that  are  our  chief  source  of  concern. 
The  Board  of  Government  is  completely  aware  of  our  tax  situation  and 
at  the  proper  time  it  will  be  handled  in  whatever  manner  seems  best. 

1954  is  booked  to  capacity  through  May,  with  ten  exhibitions.  At 
present  the  fall  looks  light,  but  the  building  continues  to  attract  fall 
business  and  we  feel  confident  of  again  at  least  holding  our  own.  Reserva- 
tions are  already  on  the  books  for  1955  and  1956. 

The  building  personnel  has  not  changed  and  so  remains  as  it  has  for 
the  past  eight  years.  Mr.  Moorhouse  and  Mr.  Sullivan  continue  to  handle 
their  departments  with  efficiency  and  economy.  To  Miss  Horn  and  Mr. 
Bond  we  owe  many  thanks  for  their  tremendous  assistance  with  all  things 
relating  to  the  Association’s  business.

Memorandum  of  Members  Deceased  During  the  Year  1953 
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NECROLOGY 


EVERETT  F.  TOMLINSON 

Everett  Franklin  Tomlinson  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1925, 
and  died  March  14,  1953,  age  sixty-nine  years  and  six  months. 

Mr.  Tomlinson  was  the  son  of  George  and  Annie  Densmore  Tomlinson 
and  was  born  at  Minasville,  Nova  Scotia.  He  received  his  education  at 
grade  schools  and  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  where  he  taught 
in  the  year  1906.  In  1907,  Mr.  Tomlinson  started  in  business  for  himself 
as  Wilson  & Tomlinson,  in  building  construction,  and  at  one  time  owned 
and  operated  the  Copley  Square  Garage  and  later  owned  and  operated 
the  J.  M.  Densmore  Boat  Building  Company  in  Neponset.  He  later 
continued  in  the  construction  business  under  the  name  of  E.  F.  Tomlinson 
Inc.  until  his  death. 

When  Mr.  Tomlinson  was  working  in  Washington  during  the  first 
World  War,  he  met  Mr.  Albert  Hickman  and  designed  the  Hickman  Sea  Sled 
and  was  vice-president  of  the  Hickman  Company  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Tomlinson  was  a late  member  of  the  University  Club,  Engineers 
Club,  Hingham  Yacht  Club,  South  Shore  Country  Club  and  the  Masonic 
Orders.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two  daughters,  a sister  and  four 
brothers. 

LIONEL  G.  H.  PALMER 

Lionel  George  Harold  Palmer  was  the  son  of  James  K.  and  Sarah 
Annie  Palmer  and  was  born  in  London,  England,  November  29,  1877. 
He  died  March  31,  1953,  age  seventy-five  years  and  four  months. 

Mr.  Palmer  received  his  education  in  the  Boston  Latin  School.  He 
entered  the  business  world  as  a salesman  of  paper  goods  and  later  of  auto- 
matic addressing  machines.  In  1914,  he  formed  the  firm  of  Lionel  G.  H. 
Palmer  and  Associates,  office  equipment  engineers,  and  was  president  and 
general  manager  of  General  Fireproofing  Corporation,  manufacturers  of 
office  furniture,  with  an  assembly  plant  at  West  Newton,  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Palmer  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity;  Past  Potentate 
of  Aleppo  Temple  Shrine;  Past  Commander  of  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company  of  Boston.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  and  past 
president  of  Kenmore  Trade  Association;  Beacon  Society;  Algonquin 
Club.  He  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1929. 

Mr.  Palmer  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Edna  Huntington 
Mason,  and  a son  and  granddaughter. 

FRANK  M.  SCHIFFMACHER 

Frank  Merriam  Schiffmacher  joined  this  Association  July  17, 
1940,  and  died  July  4,  1953,  age  sixty-seven  years,  one  month,  and  three 
days. 

Mr.  Schiffmacher  was  the  son  of  George  H.  and  Lottie  Smith  Schiff- 
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macher  and  was  born  at  East  Rockaway,  Long  Island,  New  York.  He 
received  his  education  in  the  grade  schools  and  Syracuse  University. 

Mr.  Schiffmacher  was  associated  with  the  Olmsted  Flint  Corporation, 
leather  belt  manufacturers,  and  was  its  president  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  also  a vice-president  of  Cambridgeport  Savings  Bank  and  a 
director  of  the  Cambridge  Gas  Light  Company  and  Cambridge  Electric 
Light  Company. 

In  April,  1914,  he  married  Sadie  Gouss,  who  survives. 


H.  HUTCHINS  PARKER 

Harold  Hutchins  Parker  was  born  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts, 
November  8,  1884,  the  son  of  Walter  Lang  and  Rebecca  Alice  Parker,  and 
died  August  23,  1953,  age  sixty-eight  years,  nine  months,  and  fifteen  days. 

Mr.  Parker  joined  the  Association  April  14,  1942,  and  served  on  the 
Board  of  Government  in  1945,  1946,  and  1947. 

He  received  his  education  in  Somerville  schools  and  Sheffield  Scientific 
School  of  Yale  University.  He  started  his  business  life  with  his  father  in 
the  Walter  L.  Parker  Bobbin  and  Spool  Company  at  Lowell,  where  he 
continued  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Parker  was  an  ardent  Mason,  being  Past  Commander  of  the 
Pilgrim  Commandery  Knights  Templars  of  Lowell  and  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island.  He  was  also  a director  of  insurance  and  banking. 

In  April,  1916,  Mr.  Parker  married  Ethel  May  Potter,  who  with  two 
sons  survives. 


G.  HARRY  ADALIAN 

Garabed  Harry  Adalian  was  born  at  Aintab,  Asia  Minor,  February 
17,  1884,  the  son  of  Rev.  Garabed  and  Doodoo  Kazazian,  and  died  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  September  15,  1953,  age  sixty-nine  years,  six 
months,  and  twenty-nine  days. 

Mr.  Adalian  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  at  the  age  of 
twelve.  He  had  a little  over  two  years  schooling  in  the  Lynn  schools, 
which  he  had  to  leave  and  go  to  work  because  of  the  illness  of  his  father. 
He  worked  in  hotels  and  clubs  and  was  at  one  time  headwaiter  at  the 
Brookline  Country  Club. 

Having  made  rugs  as  a boy,  Mr.  Adalian  started  in  the  oriental  rug 
business  in  1902.  In  1906  he  formed  the  firm  of  Adalian  Brothers  of  which 
he  was  president  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Adalian  was  a lecturer  on  “Romance  of  Oriental  Rugs,”  and  has 
given  lectures  in  all  of  the  forty-eight  states. 

Mr.  Adalian  was  one  of  the  founders  and  first  president  of  the  Back 
Bay  Association.  He  joined  this  Association  in  July,  1937,  and  served  on 
the  Board  of  Government,  1943,  1944,  1945,  and  1946,  and  was  chairman 
of  the  Educational  Committee,  1944,  1945,  and  1946.  Mr.  Adalian  was  a 
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member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  Sojourners,  and  Jesters,  also  a member 
of  Boston  Rotary  and  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company. 

In  June,  1911,  he  married  Lucy  Esther  Gulesian,  who  with  a son  and 
daughter  survives. 


AMBROGIO  PIOTTI 

Ambrogio  Piotti,  who  joined  this  Association  October  19,  1927,  died 
October  30,  1953,  age  eighty  years,  ten  months,  and  twenty-four  days. 

Mr.  Piotti  started  his  business  life  as  an  apprentice  bricklayer  with 
Norcross  Brothers  in  1888  and  started  in  business  for  himself  in  1894. 
He  designed  and  erected  many  commercial  and  industrial  buildings  for 
private  individuals  and  also  erected  schoolhouses,  churches,  theatres, 
hospitals  and  many  other  buildings  during  his  more  than  sixty  years  in 
the  construction  business. 

Mr.  Piotti  served  this  Association  on  the  Committee  of  Relief  from 
1934  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  on  the  Board  of  Government  from  1940  to 
1947,  inclusive.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company. 

Mr.  Piotti  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Meeting  House  Hill  Co-opera- 
tive Bank  and  Dorchester  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  was  a trustee  of  the 
Dorchester  Savings  Bank. 

In  April,  1894,  he  married  Carolina  M.  Columbo,  who  with  a son 
and  four  daughters  survives. 

WALTER  H.  PREBLE 

Walter  Henry  Preble  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1902,  and 
was  a member  over  fifty  years  and  served  on  the  Committee  of  Relief 
from  1907  to  1915,  inclusive. 

He  was  born  in  Canton,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  Joseph  H.  and 
Eliza  Cobb  Preble,  and  died  November  8,  1953,  age  eighty-eight  years, 
two  months,  and  twenty-three  days. 

Mr.  Preble  received  his  education  in  the  Boston  schools.  He  learned 
the  trade  of  mason  and  began  his  own  business  under  the  firm  name  of 
Walter  H.  Preble  and  Company,  which  he  conducted  until  he  retired  in 
1939. 

Mr.  Preble  was  a member  of  both  the  York  and  Scottish  Rite  Masons 
and  Aleppo  Temple  Shrine.  He  was  also  a member  of  and  Past  Patron  of 
Mona  Bena  Chapter  O.  E.  S.
